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RESTLER OF THE MONTH 


KERRY VON ERICH 


S THE YEAR comes to a close, the one event of 

1984 wrestling fans will remember above all 

others is the spectacular card that took place on 
May 6 at Texas Stadium. And the one picture that 
our minds will recall time after time is the image of 
Kerry Von Erich holding a giant yellow rose and 
cradling in his arms the NWA World championship 
belt wrapped in a Texas state flag. 

Despite the fact that he only held the belt 18 days, 
Kerry's victory over Ric Flair on May 6 has to be 
considered one of the most dramatic events profes- 
sional wrestling has ever seen. 

Kerry Von Erich has a belt around his waist today. 
It is not the World championship belt. It is instead 
the World Class American title belt, which he won 
October 29 from Gino Hernandez in Fort Worth, 
Texas. This achievement alone would be enough 
reason to award Kerry with “Wrestler of the Month” 
honors. But we cannot discuss Von Erich, especially 
as the year winds down, without making mention of 
all his outstanding accomplishments. 

This is just one honor that Kerry will receive 
before the New Year. You can also see Kerry this 
month on the cover of our sister publication Pro 
Wrestling Illustrated standing proudly with his Most 
Popular Wrestler of the Year plaque. In that issue, 
announcing the winners of the largest fan poll in the 
sport, Kerry's title victory over Flair has been voted 
by the fans as the Match of the Year. He also came 
in second behind Sgt. Slaughter in the Inspirational 
Wrestler of the Year balloting, and finished third 
behind Flair and Hulk Hogan for Wrestler of the 
Year honors. As if that wasn't enough, Kerry, along 
with brothers Kevin and Mike, came in second in the 
Tag Team of the Year voting. 

Excluding the Tag Team and Match of the Year 
categories (in which he shared votes), Kerry logged 
37,828 votes. Second best was Hogan, more than 
13,500 votes behind. 

“Kerry really cleaned up,” Assistant Editor Joseph 
Bua said. “There's never been one man who domi- 
nated the year-end awards like this, at least not as 
far as | know. And when you look at the vote totals, 
remember that he had to split a lot of the Texas 
votes with Kevin, who finished close to him in sever- 
al categories. 

“You have to admire Kerry's effort in 1984,” Bua 
continued. “His dedication to the sport, to keeping 
himself in shape, and to holding up the reputation of 
his profession is unparalleled, And that's why he’s 
being showered with awards. And it’s only right as 
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the year comes to a close that Kerry should have a 
title belt around his waist.” 

As Kerry's victory over Flair for the World title 
was a victory for the entire Von Erich family, so too 
was Kerry's American title victory over Hernandez. 
Hernandez, who still holds possession of the Texas 
State title, had taken the American championship 
from Kerry’s younger brother Mike in a match 
marred by the interference of Hernandez’s female 
bodyguard Nicola Roberts. 

Roberts, 62” and 205 pounds, with her leather 
jumpsuit and new wave accoutrements, might be the 
most imposing-looking woman in professional wres- 
tling. But she could not compare to the awesome 
physicality of the former World champion. Before 
the match even began, Kerry made it known to 
Roberts that he would not tolerate her interference, 
and she surprised the crowd at the Will Rogers 
Coliseum in Fort Worth by conceding to Kerry's 
demand. 

Despite many attempts on Hernandez’s part to 
overpower Kerry with rulebreaking tactics, Kerry 
used his tremendous strength and scientific skills to 
keep his opponent on the defensive. With Roberts 
almost too scared to attempt interference, Hernandez 
was left alone to rely on his own skills, which were 
just not enough to defeat Kerry. Von Erich surprised 
the flustered and frustrated Hernandez with a back- 
slide to capture the American belt. 

Responding to reporters’ questions after the match, 
Kerry addressed the significance of the American 
title and its relation to the NWA World title. “Before 
this match,” he said, “a lot of people said that I 
probably wasn’t going into this with the right atti- 
tude, that I was using the American title as a step- 
pingstone to a title shot against Flair. Well, they were 
wrong, and | think I proved that tonight. 

“The World Class American championship is a title 
that represents the people, the people who have 
supported me all through my career. | would never 
use this title just to get somewhere else. It’s a re- 
spected championship that demands the respect of 
the man who wears the belt. Hernandez didn’t have 
any respect for it. I will restore the dignity to this 
title that Hernandez took away.” 

1984 was the year of Kerry Von Erich, and it's 
only fitting that the year should end with Kerry Von 
Erich’s designation as Wrestler of the Month. The 
staff of Sports Review Wrestling congratulates Kerry 
not only for this honor, but fer an outstanding year 
of competition. 0

Anyone who has an appoint- 
ment with you is. on time, or out of 
luck. 
So one could understand why Gar- 
vin, the former World Class Texas and 
American champion, would have a 
problem accepting the fact that he was 
stuck in traffic. “This is an outrage,” 
he screamed a number of times during 
his interview. ‘‘Don’t they know who I 
am? Of course they don’t, I’m stuck in 
the back of this limo.” 

Garvin left the World Class area in 
May after he and his valet, Precious, 
lost a loser-leave-town match to the 
combination of Chris Adams and Sun- 
shine. Garvin has just completed a 
very successful tour of Japan, and is 
now appearing in the AWA.

HEN AN ATHLETE semi-re- 

tires at his peak, rumors 
are bound to start. Everyone has 
a theory as to why he deserts 
what he does and loves best. It’s 
hard to accept that anyone would 
voluntarily surrender what most 
men dream of doing. 

When Rick Steamboat an- 
nounced he would reduce his 
schedule, people couldn’t believe 
it. Long regarded as one of the 
best—if not the best—scientific 
tag team partner in wrestling, Rick 
was always mentioned when it 
came to naming which young 
grapplers had a chance at the 
NWA World heavyweight wrestling 
title. 

Then, when he seemed on the 
brink of a championship, came 
the announcement of his semi-re- 
tirement. It shook a lot of people. 
There was talk at first of it all 
being a plot, a cunning maneuver 
to catch the champion unaware. 
Steamboat would train! in secret 
while the champion would ignore 
him. Then, when the time was 
right, Steamboat would make his 
challenge. 


Rick Steamboat rocked the wrestling world with his announcement that 
he would only be able to be a part-time wrestler because of time 
limitations: Ever since, people have-been wondering why he would not 
devote all his energies to capturing a world title. For the first time, 
those who know Steamboat best are ready to talk about why a man 


: refuses to realize his destiny — 


Steamboat has given Ric Flair some of his toughest 
matches, but he’s not prepared at this point in his career 
to dedicate all his time to the pursuit of the World title. 


Many people kept waiting for 
Steamboat to make the challenge, 
and they were right. But once he 
made his bid for the title and 
failed, he began to devote more 
and more time to his gymnasium. 
It appeared as if the life of a part- 
time wrestler and full-time busi- 
nessman appealed to him. That’s 
when the other rumors started. 

Many people thought Steam- 
boat was ill but didn’t want any- 
one to know. They kept looking 
for signs of disease. Rick, howev- 
er, continued to be in the best of 
health. 

Officially, Steamboat kept insist- 
ing he was enjoying life as a gym- 
nasium owner and _ sometime 
wrestler. He might not be in line 
for a title shot, but that was fine 
with him. 


“To be champion,” he ex- 
plained, “you have to really want 
to win the title. It becomes your 
whole life. You’re forced to travel 
all over the world, endlessly pre- 
paring for tough matches with the 
best men in the sport, and there’s 
no time for anything else. | don’t 
have the time to commit. But | 
can keep wrestling and never be 
World champion. I’m happy. And | 
know more than a few champions 
who could never say that.” 

Those closest to Rick think the 
truth lies in the above statement, 
though disguised. They’re willing 
to talk about their friend for publi- 
cation, but only if they’re guaran- 
teed anonymity. Before going any 
further, it should be noted that 
none of them approve of what 
Rick has done. This certainly col- 


ors their judgment. All wish Rick 
would return to wrestling full-time 
and go after the title. 

“It got to the point,” one 
claims, ‘‘where Rick couldn't 
stand the pressure. He was Rook- 
ie of the Year in 1977, a star 
when most of his contemporaries 
were still prelim wrestlers, and al- 
ways being pegged as a future 
champion. Then when he didn’t 
deliver, not the way he thought 
people wanted him to deliver, he 
got scared. He began to feel like 
a failure and started looking for 
other ways to satisfy himself. 
When | first knew Rick, all he 
cared about was wrestling. Now, | 
still think he cares most about 
wrestling, but he won’t admit it to 
himself.”

doesn’t believe in himself any- 
more, not the way he _ should. 
When Ric Flair became NWA 
champion, it took something out 
of Rick. He always expected he 
would be the young champion, 
not Flair. Whether he wants to 
face it or not, he’s running away 
from what he feels is his failure.” 

Still another colleague adds, 
“We aren’t judging him. None of 
us had his early success and the 
high expectations. When he came 
up, Rick was in a class by him- 
self. What he went through none 
of us could imagine. If things 
came too slow, if he felt that he 
wasn't realizing his promise, that’s 
understandable. If he wants to 
bury his ambition in that gym of 
his, | guess that’s his business. 
He’s wrong, but we can’t blame 
him.” ? 

Perhaps no one will ever know 
the complex truth behind Rick 
Steamboat’s semi-retirement. But 
there is one man who thinks he 
does. And he’s not afraid to make 
himself known. His name is Ric 
Flair, and he’s the NWA World 
champion. 

“You don’t have to tell me who 
your anonymous sources are,” 
Flair angrily told Sports Review 
Wrestling. ‘| think | know who 
they are. | won’t reveal them, but 
ll tell you what | think of them: | 
think they’re very jealous men. 
Men who are pretty good wres- 
tlers—though not championship 
materiali—and can do_ nothing 
else in this world. 

“What they see in Steamboat is 
a man who can possibly win a the 
World title, but whose life doesn’t 
revolve: around one goal. 

“No,” Flair continued, ‘there is 
no hidden reason why Rick 
Steamboat owns a gym and wres- 
tles part-time. That’s just the way 
he chooses to lead his life. Hey, 
I've been in the ring with him 
many times, and if he doesn’t 
want to devote himself to a World 
title match at this point in his life, 
I’m glad.” O

EFORE DAVID’S MADISON 
Square Garden match, I told him 
first of all not to be like I was. As I 
remember very well, the first time I 
wrestled in the old Madison Square 
Garden, I was extremely, extremely 
nervous. And in being so nervous, I 
found myself—who had trained ex- 
tremely hard and was in very good 
shape—I found myself breathing very 
heavy, even when I got into the ring. It 
was from nerves. And because of that, 
I was not able to execute any of my 
wrestling skills very well. I had to rely 
on my strength mainly. 
So I told David to be relaxed. Go 
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out there, be relaxed, don’t be intimi- 
dated that this is Madison Square Gar- 
den. Pretend in your mind that it’s just 
another arena. Don’t let the name 
Madison Square Garden intimidate 
you, so that when you go there, you 
will be able to show the fans David 
Sammartino the wrestler, and the skills 
that you possess. ‘I kept telling him 
that to the very last. 

And even though I wasn’t there in 
person, I saw a tape of the match, and 
he did exactly that. David demonstrat- 
ed wrestling skills dnd great strength. 

Some people are speculating that 
there may be a change in my son Da- 


vid’s style between now and, say, six 
or eight months ago when he was in 
the Georgia area. 

I don’t think that there’s a big dif- 
ference as far as style. What I think, if 
there’s any change at all, is that it’s 
just the natural change of maturity. 
David is growing, he’s talented, and | 
think that as time goes on his talents 
are showing more and more. 

I think that basically you’re seeing 
the same wrestler now as a year ago. 
As far as moves and everything, I 
would say that maybe there’s a little 
more finesse to what he does now. But 
as far as to suggest that he’s a differ- 
ent wrestler from six or seven months 
ago, I wouldn’t say that’s true. Yes, 
he’s improving all the time, but basi- 
cally he’s maintaining the same style. 

David has got a variety of suplexes 
that he uses, and he used them in his 
Madison Square Garden debut match 
against Moondog Spot. He does what 
we call the vertical suplex; that’s where 
he facelocks a guy and then hooks him 
by the inside of the thigh and lifts him

straight up and back. He does ‘that 
well; very, very well, in fact. He also 
does what we call the double chicken 
wing suplex, where he hooks both 
arms of the opponent and shoots him 
back. He’s got about four different 
versions of suplexes, and he does all of 
them well. 

In his match against Moondog Spot, 
David lifted the Moondog over his 
head. Now when I think of that move, 
I think about what an enormous 
amount of strength it takes. 

You see, sometimes people do not 
know how to differentiate the qualities 
of strength in a wrestler: For example, 
when you see somebody getting caught 
in a wristlock, say something like Ivan 
Putski does where he overpowers the 
guy and throws him off, that shows 
that he is stronger than that individual 
in that particular sense, in that one 
position. 
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But when you take a guy 280 or 290 
pounds, like David did, and press him 
overhead, to me that’s superstrength. 
That is a strength that, without men- 
tioning names, other so-called strong 
men will not be able to do. It takes 
balance—it’s extremely awkward when 
you’re dealing with a human body, the 
way the body is structured, to push a 
man overhead like that. It takes an

enormous amount of strength, and you 
don’t see a whole lot of people known 
for their strength who will press a man 
like that. There’s a few, but David is 
one of the very few who will do that. 

Now as far as finishing holds go, 
there’s one that he does, which I dare 
to say he does better than anyone I’ve 
ever seen, and I’ve seen quite a few use 
it. It is what we call the powerslam. 


his one 
against Haystacks Calhoun) and how nervous he was. He urged his son to remain calm 
before his Garden debut. 


The reason why I say David does it 
better than anybody, first of all, is that 
he usually catches an opponent as he 
comes off the ropes, scoops him up to 
what looks like a bodyslam, and then 
he flies through the air with the other 
man. And not only that, as he brings 
him down with all of his weight and 
knocks the wind out of him, he imme- 
diately scissors the right leg of his op- 
ponent and hooks the left leg with his 
other arm, tying his man into a small 
package. If he hasn’t knocked all the 
wind out of his opponent from this 
devastating powerslam, he hooks him 
in a fashion that it would make it 
impossible for the opponent to escape. 
And nobody else does that. 

Right now I am very, very pleased 
with everything that David is doing. 
The only thing that I would caution 
him on right now is that he seems a 
little too anxious to wrestle everybody. 

One must be patient. Because with 
patience, you'll get the opponents you 
want and the experience you need. 
With time and with each opponent, 
David will improve. 

And as far as his Madison Square 
Garden debut goes—well, I’m about as 
proud as any father can be of his son. 
David has made me very, very proud 
of him.

Steel rips flesh as 
Killer Brooks and 
Manny Fernandez 
savagely brutalize 
each other inside the 
steel cage.

O MANY WRESTLING FANS, 

there isn’t a more exciting night 
of wrestling than a card of matches 
held in the Southwest area. To these 
fans, such men as The Kiwi Sheep- 
herders, Killer Brooks, Eric Embry, 
and Al Madril, represent a level of 
determined competitiveness that can’t 
be matched anywhere else. 

And when you take these Southwest 
area regulars and season the lineup 
with names like The Road Warriors, 
Abdullah the Butcher, and Carlos Co- 
lon—well, the result is a night of un- 
paralleled action and excitement that 
can only be characterized by the lineup 
of matches themselves: The Road 
Warriors vs. The Kiwi Sheepherders, 
Carlos Colon vs. Abdullah the Butch- 
er, Killer Brooks vs. Manny Fernan- 
dez, Chicky Starr & Brett Sawyer vs. 
Eric Embry & Dan Greer, and Voodoo 
Mulumba & Al Madril vs. Pierre Le- 
febyre & Frenchy Martin. 

These matches aren’t simply bursts 
of violence in wrestling—several of the 
matches have had a significant effect 
on the sport as a whole: 

@ The Killer Brooks-Manny Fernan- 
dez confrontation is the match that os- 
tensibly drove Fernandez out of Texas. 
(Brooks would agree. wholeheartedly 
with this assessment; Fernandez would 
not!) Shortly after this match occurred, 


Fernandez went to the Mid-Atlantic 
area, teamed with Dusty Rhodes, and 
captured the NWA World tag team 
title. 

@The Road Warriors are nothing 
short of devastating wherever they go, 
but when they ran up against The Kiwi 
Sheepherders, a team that enjoys ab- 
sorbing punishment almost as much as 
the Warriors enjoy dishing it out, the 
result was a level bloody chaos and 
destruction that photos can only hint 
at. This is the match that prompted 
major coverage in the February 1985 
issue of our sister publication The 
Wrestler. 

@Carlos Colon’s bloody match in 
San Antonio with Abdullah the Butch- 
er was just the latest in a long series of 
horrible matches that have claimed 
more pints of blood than any wrestling 
fan can imagine. While incredibly vio- 
lent, this match didn’t solve the long- 
running feud between Colon and Ab- 
dullah. Indeed, it simply proved that 
this feud is going to get far worse be- 
fore it ever gets better. 

On the pages that follow, you’ll see 
these three matches, and much, much 
more.

RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column Is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


It’s been a VERY eventful month: Plenty of title changes 
have occurred since our last issue, changes that have affect- 
ed many categories in the ratings. We would like to draw 
your attention to the following: 

Kerry Von Erich won the World Class American title from 
Gino Hernandez and is now ranked number one in the 
World Class area ratings. That's a change from last month's 
rating when Hernandez, who held both the American and 
Texas titles, was ranked number one 
... Ronnie Garvin defeated Ted DiBiase 
for the National heavyweight title in 
Baltimore and moves into the number 
one spot in the Georgia area ... The 
World Class tag team title changed 
twice since our last issue: In our Janu- 
ary ratings, Iceman Parsons and Buck 
Zumhofe held the belts. The team of 
Scott and Bill Irwin won the belts from 
Parsons and Zumhofe, and now The 
Fantastics, Tommy Rogers and Bobby Ful- 
ton, have captured the title. They are now rated number 
seven in the tag team ratings ... Dusty Rhodes and Manny 
Fernandez defeated the team of Ivan Koloff and Don Kernodle 
for the NWA World tag team belts, and move into the 
number two spot in the tag team category ... Also in the tag 
team ratings, The Rock ’n’ Roll Express, Rick Morton and 
Robert Gibson, won the Mid-South. tag team title from The 
Midnight Express, Dennis Condrey and Bobby Eaton; Morton & 
Gibson are now rated in the number five spot ... Jesse Barr 
succeeded in defeating Scott McGhee for the Florida heavy- 
weight title; Barr is now rated number two in the Florida 
area ... Ernie Ladd captured the North American heavy- 
weight title from Magnum T.A. and is now ranked number 
one in the Mid-South ... Billy Jack lost the Pacific Northwest 
heavyweight title to Rip “The Crippler” Oliver, who is now 
rated number one in that area. 

You might say it’s been a busy month!

Closeup on the junior heavyweights: \t's not uncommon in 
our offices to receive a letter like the one below from Ste- 
phen Chapmann of Honolulu, Hawaii: 

_| read just about every wrestling magazine on 'the news- 
stand, and I’m dismayed by the lack of coverage given to the 
junior heavyweight division. That division boasts some of the 
world’s most talented athletes, and personally, | prefer to 
watch junior heavyweights more than the heavyweights. 
They’re lighter, quicker on their feet, and their matches are 
usually the most exciting scientific encounters one can see 
anywhere in wrestling. It’s too bad that there aren’t more 
junior heavyweights on the scene who are proud of being 


junior heavyweights—it always seems like they’re trying to 
bulk up and compete for the NWA World heavyweight title. 
What a shame. 

We agree that the junior heavyweight division doesn’t 
receive enough coverage and attention. So from time to 
time, “Ratings Analysis” will look at the top 10 junior heavy- 
weights in the world. 

A special note about these ratings: Until recently, Les 
Thornton was the holder of the NWA World junior heavy- 
weight title. But Thornton no longer holds that honor, hav- 
ing failed to make a required number of title defenses over 
the last 90 days.. We spoke with NWA President Bob Geigel 
to learn what will happen to that title. “I’m considering 
several alternatives right now,” Geigel said, “and the possibil- 
ity of a tournament seems likely at this point in time. But so 
far, no final decision has been made.” 

A quick listing of other recognized junior heavyweight 
titles: Steve Regal holds the AWA World junior heavyweight 
title, Bill Ash holds the NWA U.S. junior heavyweight title, 
and Mike Jackson holds the Alabama junior heavyweight title.

Fans at the Mid-South Coliseum 
were shocked when Rude grabbed 
the money from Hart, and they be- 
gan to boo as Rude returned to the 
action in the ring. Rude, however, 
surprised the fans the next time 
Lawler had Bundy in a pinning posi- 
tion, Rude executed possibly the 


quickest count ever administered by 
a referee and awarded Lawler the 
victory and the belt, Afterward, 
Lawler and Rude split Hart’s cash 
and walked out of the ring to the .
